A WAR RUMOUR—RUSSIA AND 
: CHINA. a 

Our morning contemporary took some 
Peon by surprise this afternoon by the 
publication, in his shipping extra, of the 
following paragraphi— — 
WAE DIXLARED AGAINST CHINA BY RUSSIAs*+ 

‘*A telegram was received last night, we 
hear, by the. Government anhouncing that 
Russia has declared war against China. 
The news, we believe, came‘down from Pe- 
king overland to Shanghai,” ; 

Apart from ‘the improbabjlity of the 
first intimation ofa declaration of war 
made at St. Petersburg reaching Hong- 
kong cia “ Peking overland to Shang- 
hai,” there appears to be 9 mistake 
somewhere. We ard informed that the 
Government bave received no such tele- 
gram as that above referred to; and the 
statement which surprised the few would 
seem to lave been made at random or 
upon very. ingufiicient.. guthority: - So 
far as we can ascertain, it is pretty cer- 
tain that the rumour of a declaration of 
war by Russia agdinst Ching had been 
stated in London on Saturday night, 
but not in any authoritative manner, 
although it was wired to -one “or. two 
lending mercantile men here. Tho same 
rumour lind reached Shanghai yesterday,
